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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the recited near-infrared radiation 
blocking coating containing two different near-IR absorbing agents, wherein the first agent is a 
diimonium salt with the recited fluorinated methane-sulfonate counterion and the second agent is 
different from the first agent, and an acrylate resin binder derived from cycloalkyl acrylate units, 
in view of the showing in the specification regarding the criticality of the combination of the 
specified diimonium salt, the second near-IR absorbing agent, and the cycloalkyl acrylate resin 
binder. KITAYAMA ET AL (US 6,474,590) and FUKUI ET AL (US 5,108,873) fail to 
disclose the recited acrylic coating compositions with acrylate binders containing cycloalkyl 
acrylate groups; NODA ET AL (US 2004/0204555) and NODA ET AL (US 7,241,404) and JP 
2001-133624 and JP 2002-156521 and MARUTSUKA (US 6,777,087) and KUWABARA (US 
6,775,059) and GB 1069951 fails to disclose the recited diimonium salt with the recited 
fluorinated methane-sulfonate counterion in combination with the recited acrylic binders with 
cycloalkyl acrylate groups; KAWASATO ET AL (US 6,902,791) and SUZUKI ET AL (US 
6,960,387) fail to disclose the recited combination of the specified diimonium salt and acrylic 
resin; JP 2002-249721 fails to disclose coatings containing the specified diimonium salt; TO JO 
ET AL (US 7,005,176) fails to disclose the recited combination of the specified diimonium salt 
and the specified second different near-infrared absorbing coloring agent.
